Agricultural Exhibitions. 



Now that the Agricultural and Hor 
ticultural Exhibition for 1S.G9 ia over it 
will bo tiuo wisdom to seek to make 
past exporiencoa and mistukeB subsid 
iiiry to future improvement. Firtst of 
all, however, let us congratulate the 
gentlemen comprising tbo Board of 
Management, the members ot tlio So- 
ciety generally, and tbo public atlurge 
upon tho Bucecss of this year's effort : 
and, abovo all, let us congratulate tho 
produoiug classes upon the very marked 
improvement which that effort bus ro- 
vouled. I" common with others inter- 
ested in tho matter, wo confess to hav- 
ing expoiienced considerable anxiety 
about results ; but that leeling was ex- 
changed tor one of complete satUJaotkii, 
almost Bnroriee, upou entering the Pa- 
vilion on Wednesday. That tho Exhi- 
bition exceeded tho most sanguine an* 
ticipatipns of its promoters may fairly 
bo assumed from the fact that the ac- 
commodation afforded by the spacious 
Pavillion proved to bo too limited for 
the articlt B exhibited as well as for the 
crowds ol people seeking admission. 
To those who realize the important 
infiuenco which tbo-e exhibitions es^rt 
upon tho pursuit ol agriculture and (he 
intimate connection that exists between 
success in agricultural development and 
general wellb«Mn#, it must have been 
peculiarly gratifying to witness the 
grea ly increased interest manifested on i 
Wednesdny. Hitherto it hu8 indeed 
been up-hill woik, (-tru^gMng aguinst 
tho current, as it were, to organize and 
carry out anything ot the kind. Now, 
howtver, wo aro disposed to believe 
that as the current ot public favor and 
sentiment has commenced to flow in the 
right dircitiou in thi- respect, the So- 
oiety will have little or no up-stream 
work. The chief duty of luture Exhi- 
bition Committees wdl bo to direct the 
enterprise down the stream ot public 
opinion, beiim earelul to give it plenty 
of sea-room,, To those jjentlcmeu through 
whose unremitting exertions the late 
Exhibition was brought t<> such a sal* 
istactory is-ue, the public owo a " vote 
of thanks — no, they do not owe it, for 
what was tho immense assomhla^e of 
ladies and gentlemen at the Pavilion 
on Wednesday, both during tho day 
and the evening, but one general and 
thoroughly prac'ical " vote of thanks" ? 
There was no means o! ascertaining the 
exaql number; but when it is slated 
tbat although all subscribers had free 
entry, the nomiual admission fee of 50 
cents charged to nou-subPcribers pro- 
duced upwards ot §425, it will readily bo 
understood that the attendance was 
large. We were peculiarly gratified to 
observe that, notwithstanding tho inaus- 
picious character ot the weather, the 
ladies' very generally attended, and it 
■was especially to be resetted on thoir 
account that the space- allotted to visit- 
ors proved inadequato eveu to afford 
standing room for ouo-balf of thoso who 
■were presetK at any one time, to say 
nothing cf facilities for examining the 
various articles placed on exhibition, 
many of which would have so well re- 
paid a closer examination. It bus boen 
said that "nothing can succeed without 
the ladies '' Well, tho ladies have cor 
taiuly given their countenance and sup- 
port to our Agricultural and Horticul- 
tural Exhibitions, and success may be 
considered as assured. But, however 
much cause may exis'. for satisfaction aud 
mutual congratulations in connection 
wiih tho general results of tho lato 
Exhibition, wo would not be faithfully 
discharging the duties ol a public jour- 
nalist did we shrink from pointing oal 
sorno few defects which it would be 
well to avoid in future. First of all, 
let us Bay, the means ot ingress to visitors 
was not will arranged. The public 
wero compelled to pick their steps 
through tho department allotted to 
cattle, in order to reach the Pavilion, 
and their indiscriminate entrance at 
boibonds wus permitted, thereby caus- 
ing a condition of things inside not in- 
ap'ly compaied to a "tide-np" by a 
saiior-trieiid. A little arrangement in 
this respect, by which the public would 
have enteridat one doer, passing round 
and viewing the article--, in ouo con 
tinuous stream, aid then passing out 
at tho other door, would have greatly 
atoned tor tho palpable inadi quacy ol 
the room which was allotted to visitors. 
Tho fact that ti ere wus not sufficient 
ep&co in tho Pavilion, either for gooJs 
or visitors, is, ot course, sulliciently ac- 
counted for by tin- circutnstunoQ ot the 
attendance and general Buceesa having 
-altogelhot exceeded the expecta'ious ol 
the Committee ; and such a mit-calcula- 
tiou is not li'iuly to occur again, The 
second point »,o which wo would draw 
'attention is thai of the timo occupied 
by the Exhibit ion. That allotted to the 
last Was loo abort, v»aa entirely insulin 
cient to afford tho puKic au opportunity 
of properly examining I'-ie articlus even 
had there boon room for them to get 
aoout. The doors cannot well be 
thrown opeu to tho publio earlier than 
ono o'clock, and il the uHnii js to be 
wound up with a dance in the Pavil- 
ion tho work of removing tho goods 
must begin in three or four bpura 
alter the Exhibition is opened. That 
futuro occasions of tbo kind will 
concludo with a ball is highly 
probi.iblo if ono may judge from tho 
success of that interesting part of the 
progiatnmo on Wednesday evening. 
Our own impression is that tho Society- 
may safely venture upon having the 
next Exhibition extend over a period of 
two days. Duiing tho Gist day there 
might bo a plouguing-match— a thing 



we hope to see inaugurated in another 
yoar — and, perhaps a pnblio dinner in 
the evening, aud tho whole could bo 
concluded with a dance on the evening 
of tho second day. We throw out those 
snggestious for the consideration ofthu 
Committee. It appears almost a pity 
that, aftor all tho trouble and exertion 
nocessary to got up thojnffuir, articles 
should only bo left on exhibition for 
threo or four hours, a period too brief, 
in f'aot, to admit of ovorybody getting 
a hasty glance a what should form a 
study. In the third and last place wo 
nhall allude to one circumstance 
which wo e.ro lod to beliovo prcvontod 
a larger roprotoiitation at tho lato Ex* 
hibition of the productions of mors , re- 
mote parts of tho Colony. Although 
tho owners of steamers oommunieatiug 
with tho Mainland and settlements along 
tho Lower Eraser most liberally and 
promptly volunteered to give freo pass 
to all persons and things coming to tho 
Exliioilioa yot there does not appear 
to have been any distinot timely an- 
nouncement made respecting tho run- 
ning of these steamers , and wo have 
been assured that a want of knowledge 
in this iegpoot prevented a numbor ot 
farmers from inking part in tho Exhi- 
bition. We wili ' ct vouture to fatiguo 
tho reader with any further remarks at 
present ; but wo muy take occasion to 
revert to the subject in somo future 
articles. Such Exhibitions bavo at 
lengtfj beon established on a successful 
basis, aud we shall hereafter regard 
thorn as amount the established in- 
stitutions of tho country, having a legiti- 
mate claim to substantial Government 
-upport, lining in the hearts of the 
peO|.le, and exerting abeuign intlueuce 
over every c'ass ot tbo community.

Muoy of our readers are farmiliar with the 
iibovo celebrated quotation from Colonel 
I'd c mas H. Bentoo. It is read from week 
io week, by hundreds of visitors, upon the 
ledeital of fie Bentoo statue in Lafayette 
l j urlt ; yet lew ate aware of the pluco or oo- 
oa.-icQ ol its utterance. It was pronounced by 
itio venerable Senator ic a greut spfecti 
wbioh ho delivered at a P.iciGo Karilrond 
Oonvernion, held in the Oourt House of thi-i 
city, in October, 1849 ; and us a matter ol 
fptc al iuierest, ai ttus time, wa reproduce 
an eloquent ex ract trora the speech, con- 
taining tins memorable, propbotic language : 

We live ia an extraordinary time, and are 
called upoo to elevate ourselves to the grau- 
deur of the ouOasioo. Three and a baif cen- 
turies ago the great Columbus — the man 
woo was afterwards oattiad home in chains 
Irom the uew> wor d wbiob be t'i-c .vered — 
this groat (Jolumbup, in the vear 1492, de- 
parted Irom Europe to ariive in tbo East, by 
ioing west. It was a sublime ^conception 
lie was in the lue ol succeBt when the in- 
lerveniion of two continents, not dreamed 
of before, arretted bia progrtss. Now, in 
the nineteenth century, mechanical genim 
enables Lis great design to be fulfilled, Io 
the beginning, and in barbanous ages, the 
sea wus a hairier to the interoourie of 
nations; it separates nations. Mechanical 
ijeaius, in inventing the ship, converted tha*. 
barrier into a facility. The lund and conti- 
nent became the obstruction?. The two 
Americas intervening have prevented Eu- 
tope and Asia from communicating on a 
straight line. For three centuries and a half 
ttiin obstruction has frustrated tho great de- 
sign of Columbus Now, in our day, me- 
chanical genius has again triumphed over the 
obstacles of nature, uod converted into a 
fucid y tbat wbicb has bien so long an im- 
passable obstacle. 

The steam car has worked upon the Innd 
and among enlightened nations to a degree 
tar transcending it, tho miracle whiub ibe 
ship, in barbarous ages, worked upon the 
ocean. The land has now become the laci i- 
ty lor themjst distant communications, tho 
oonveyance being invented wh cb anoibilates 
both time and space, 

Wo hold tbe intervening land ; we hold 
tho nboiacle which stopped ColumbaH ; we 
are in the line between Europe and Aaiu; we 
have it in our power to remove that "batucla 
— to convert it into a facility —and to carry 
him on to his land of promise and ol hopo 
with a rapidity, a precision, and a safety un- 
known to all ocean navigation. A king and 
queen started him upon bis greal enterprise, 
It lies in the hands of a republic to complete 
ir. It is in our hands — we, the people of the 
United States, ol the nineteenth century. 
Let u« raise ourselvig up ; let us riso to the 
grandeur of tbo occasion ; let us complete 
tbe great design ol Columuus by putting 
Europe and Asia into communication, and 
tout to our advuntago through tho heart of 
our country. 

let us give to his sl>ip», cnvertetl into 
earn, a ooniinuod couise, unknown to all 
'onncr times. Let ua tnalco the iron road 
and m-iko it Irom sea to seu ; States an I io« 
dividuils m-iking it east of the Mississippi, 
the nation making it west. Let us now, in 
ibis convention, rise abo -a everything sec- 
tional, personal and local. Let ua beseech 
the National Legislature lo build the great, 
road upon the great national line wbicb 
unites Europe and Asia; the line which will 
fititl on our continent the Bay of San Fran- 
cisco on one end, St. L'tuis in the middle, 
ttin national metropolis and great commer- 
cial emporium ot tho other, and which Bbnll 
be adotned wits its crowning honor, the 
ct'lassal H'-ilue of tbe Great Uolumius, whoso 
dejiyn it accomplished, hewn from tbo 
grnnito mass of a peak ol the Rooky Moun- 
tains, overlooking tho road — the mountain it- 
s..-ll the pedestal, and the statu? a part of 
the mountain— pointing with outstretched 
arms 10 the western borizou, and sayiuc to 
the Hying passenger, "There is the Ea^t ! 
there is India 1"

Cathedral by Fire. 

At twenty minutes past nine o'clock Itiet 
D\gbt Christ Cburch Cathedral waadiscovor- 
«d to be on rite in the southeast oornor, near 
the chaDOBl, aod although tho alarm waa im- 
mediately sounded by tho Catholic Cathe- 
dral bell, aod subsequently by the btll of 
the doomed ediGce, and promptly responded 
to by tba Fire Deparirastit and the pubic, 
the entire building wua wrupped in (James 
in an incredibly nhnrt space of limo and 
within one hour afier the brat alarm was 
given woe reduced lo a heap ot ashes and 
charred timber. Beforo the flames ob- 
tained much headway, (he doors were forcei 
by persons who chanced to be i'i toe vioinily 
and one range of pews, the cushions, car- 
pels, baptismal font, iron aab; containing 
the plute, several inside doors and tho fur- 
niture ot the vestry carried beyond tbe roacD 

• of the fire. The fine orgao, valued at 
*$2000, was carried out in sections and piled 

on tbe rocks. Ita value now it nominal. At 
9^,' o'clock the whole interior of the edifice 
was a maaa of soething iLunes which soon 
burst through the roof in groat 
tongues nud licked up every ipflam- 

4 mable object withiu reach. The country lor 
miles and miles around was brilliancy illu- 
mined, Bnd when tho fire reached the spire 
and enveloped it, tbe scene was one of'in- 
describable grandeur. Tho Bremen wisely 
abandoned all hope ot satis? the church ard 
turned their attention to protecting sur- 
rounding property trooi the flying oio. 
ders. At a quarter of 10 o'clock the 
bJI that for many years had sum- 
moned worshippers to tho potformtnce of 
their religions du'iee, fell, Bounding Us own 
death-knoll as it crushed through tho build- 
ing to the ground. Shortly alter 10 o'clock 
the roof of the maia building fell io. The 
walls soon followed, aod tbe anxious buu- 
dredi who bad watched wivh beating 
hearts tbe destructioo of a landmark that 
antedated tbe firH gold "rosb," and around 
which eo many sacred memories clustered, 
turned sadly away and sought their home?. 
Christ Church, insured lor $2500 to tho Iin- 
nerial offic, with its organ and fittings 
was valued at about $18,000. Its construc- 
tion was begun in 1855, and the building was 
completed in 1866, mure than 13 years ago 
lu February, 1861, a Qro broke out in tbe roof, 
near where tbe fire which Las resulted so 
disastrously was first observed.

The Mormons to be Drowned Our. 
But a singular change seems to be creeping 
all over our western regions under settlement, 
in tbe matter of climate and of rain. Sum- 
mer rains are rapidly on tbe increase, and 
tbe neoessiiy .ol irrigation is lespouiog, es- 
pecially for the grains and slow-growing 
vegetables. When tbe Mormons first went 
to Utah, there was do rain from April to No- 
vember ; but now summer showers are of 
frequent ocourrenoe. It is so in Colorodo 
and California— there is a growth in tbe 
moisture of the summer and a lesiening need 
of artificial watering lor tbe main oropa. Tbe 
phruomenon is peculiar, and has yet reaeived 
no tatisfuotory solution.
